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Ford Soys Arms Pact Progress Made 


HELSINKI, Finland (AP) — President Ford said 


his meeting with Soviet Communist party chief 
Leonid I. Brezhnev moved negotiations forward on 
a nuclear arms treaty and a second discussion 
Saturday will bring even more progress. 


The simmering Israeli-Arab conflict also came up 


in the talks Wednesday, and one American source 
said this was a happy surprise. 


The Middle East was not due for discussion until 


the Saturday meeting, he said, but was moved 
forward when the arms limitation issuewent so 
smoothly. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger said his im- 


pression of Brezhnev's attitude at the Ford meeting 
was that the Soviets are not activelz opposing U.S. 
peace-keeping efforts in the Middle East, though 
they may have some reservations about the appr- 
oach in attempting to reach an interim agreement. 


The minisummit, lasting 2 hours and 15 minutes, 


between the U.S. President and the Soviet leader 
dealt primarily with a strategic arms limitation trea- 
ty. Ford said afterward: "When we meet again on 
Saturday further progress will materialize." 


He and Brezhnev made optimistic assessments in 


a joint, unscheduled news conference. Ford added 
that the "discussions concerning strategic arms 
limitation ... were very constructive." 


The Soviet leader said: "I want peace and 


tranquility to reign in Europe. I want all nations to 
live in peace and not interfere in each other's af- 
fairs." 


"It was businesslike and very friendly," the 


President said. 


Ford did not elaborate, and neither did Kissinger 


in a late afternoon briefing with reporters. 


However, Kissinger said that he and Soviet 


Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gromyko had made 
progress on the issue of verifying compliance of a 
treaty when they met in Geneva earlier this month. 


That was the first indication by any American of- 


ficial of movement on that crucial issue, and makes 


more likely the possibility of a treaty being signed 
this year. 


Ford and Brezhnev are in Helsinki to sign a 


European security agreement hammered out by 
the delegates of 35 nations over the past 30 months. 


Ford also attended opening sessions of the Euro- 


pean security conference and listened to 20-minute 
speeches by nine heads of state plus opening 
remarks from U.N. Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim and Finnish President Urho Kekkonen, 
whose country is host. 


As he listened, Ford worked on a range of issues 


prepared by his staff concerning mostly domestic 
matters. 


Professors Petition 
For Union Election

University of Nebraska-Lincoln faculty 


members have taken the second step to 
unionize for setting wages, hours and 
employment conditions. - 


The UNL Chapter of the American 


Association of University Professors 
(AAUP) has filed a petition in the State 
Court of Industrial Relations seeking an 
election and recognition as the exclusive 
bargaining agent for UNL faculty. 


"The faculty has to decide whether or 


not they want collective bargaining," said 
English Prof. John Robinson, AAUP 
chapter president. "Our position is they 
would be better off with AAUP." 


Recognition Asked 


The case petitions the NU Board of 


Regents to recognize AAUP as "the ap- 
propriate unit" for faculty union 
membership. Other labor organizations 
named which might have an interest in 
seeking recognition include the American 
Federation of Teachers Local 2126 at the 
Omaha campus; AFT Local 2163 at UNL, 
and the Law College "Law Faculty Com- 
mittee." 


The regents sparked the issue in a sur- 


prise move last April when they tem- 
porarily suspended granting of tenure to 
faculty who had met the stipulated 
r e q u i r e m e n t s and who were 
recommended by the chancellor. 


Regents requested and approved in 


May an administration-drafted plan to 
limit tenure to 75% of the total eligible 
faculty. The tenure controversy among 
UNL teachers that followed was only one 
area in which they complained they were 
inadequately represented in UNL gover- 
nance and decision-making. 


Enough Signatures 


In the first step to unionize, the AAUP 


waged a signature-card campaign to get 
the minimum 307e of faculty who would 
be represented to request the election. 
Patrick Healey, attorney for AAUP, said 
Wednesday "roughly 55% to 60% of the 


faculty signed the cards, allowing the 
petition to be filed. 


It states the representation unit con- 


sists of all full-time UNL professors, 
associate professors, assistant professors, 
and all instructors who teach full-time or 
who are full-time librarians. 


Lower-level administrators, such as 


directors of UNL academic schools, are 
also included. 


Specifically Excluded 


Those specifically excluded are top ad- 


ministrators, such as chancellors and 
their assistants, deans, members of the 
College of Law, Extension and assistant 
Extension agents, associate Extension 
home economists and agriculturalists, 
and staff at the School of Technical 
Agriculture at Curtis. 


"We feel rather strongly that would not 


be appropriate to include anybody out- 
side the UNL campus," Healey said, 
although the court may consider 
representation beyond that. 


The election could be ordered "early 


this fall" if the Board of Regents agrees, 
Healey said. 


Could Be Delayed 


However, if regents disagree "in some 


area, there may be the necessity of 
hearings and legal briefs to resolve" any 
questions. Or if another labor group seeks 
recognition, he said that could also delay 
an election order, as the court decides 
which unit would be most workable. 


Meanwhile, "We have served notice" 


to regents and other labor units, "to give 
them an opportunity to present their 
position," Healey said. "We're awaiting 
the responses." 


At their May meeting, regents awarded 


tenure to almost all the faculty whose 
recommendations had been suspended, 
bringing the tenure fraction to 76% of the 
1,131 UNL total. 


But AAUP's filing of the petition in- 


dicates the regents' adtion did not 
extinguish faculty ire. Meanwhile, a 
regents-ordered study of university-wide 
faculty tenure is underway, with an Oc- 
tober deadline. 


Nebraska Committee 
Will Defend Orphans

Litigation challenging the legal status 


of Vietnamese orphans in the United 
States has led to formation of a Nebraska 
committee to protect children who have 
found new homes here. 


The American Vietnamese Children's 


Ad Hoc Committee was organized after 
several Nebraska agencies became aware 
of the case pending in federal court in San 
Francisco, according to Mrs. Diane Hahn 
of Omaha. 


In the California case, the court has 


been asked to declare that all or some of 
the children brought to the United States 
through the so-called Operation Baby 
Lift, are here illegally, attorneys said. 
The children were brought to the United 
States in the days preceding the fall of 
South Vietnam. 


Formation of the Nebraska committee 


was announced after several Omahans 
met Wednesday with State Sen. John 
DeCamp of Neligh. 


Personally Involved 


DeCamp made two trips to Vietnam 


this spring, helped bring many Viet- 
namese orphans to the U.S., and has 
adopted two Vietnamese orphans 
himself.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The En- 


vironmental Protection Agency an- 
nounced a ban on further production and 
sale of two pesticide!) widely used in 
homes, gardens and farms and suspected 
of causing cancer. 


Administrator Russell E. Train said 


Wednesday his intention was to suspend 
almost all uses of chlordane and hep- 
tachlor, pending the completion of 
prolonged procedures aimed toward a 
permanent ban, which may take another

Manufacturers have the right to an 


expedited public bearing, and Train an- 
ticipated that they would request it.

Eklund said. 


"The important thing to stress is that 


no one is talking about deporting Viet- 
namese children, or taking them away 
from their adoptive parents tomorrow," 
DeCamp said. 


However, DeCamp and Eklund 


acknowledged that, ultimately, such ac- 
tion is the apparent aim of the litigation. 


. Defendants Named 


The state of California and several 


federal officials, including the U.S. at- 
torney general, are named defendants in 
the suit. 


Mrs. Hahn, Joseph Kelly and Sister 


Mary Fitzgerald, each associated with 
Catholic Social Services in Omaha, met 
with DeCamp Wednesday. Also at the 
meeting were Doris Snyder of the Child 
Saving Institute of Omaha and Mrs. 
Harold Conroy, an Omaha woman whose 
family has adopted four Vietnamese 
children. 


"We want to watch the case very 


closely," Mrs. Hahn said. 


"I will ask to appear before the court to 


represent the interests of Nebraskans in- 
volved if that becomes necessary," 
DeCamp said. "The committee has asked 
me to act in this capacity and I said I 
would do so without coot." 


The committee said It would bold a 


Friday news conference to discuss its 
plans further.

Test Ahead 
For Soviet 
Good Will 


HELSINKI, Finland (AP) - Leaders of 35 Euro- 


pean and North American governments opened a 
supersummit Wednesday. 


Some Western leaders described it as a turning 


point in the bloody history of Europe but cautioned 
that fundamental differences between the East and 
West are not easily overcome. 


President Urho Kekkonen of neutral Finland, 


host to the gathering, acclaimed it "a day of joy and 
hope for Europe." 


Seen as a triumph of diplomacy for Soviet leader 


Leonid I. Brezhnev, the summit drew euphoric 
praise from the Communist side while Western 
speakers emphasized that Soviet good will will be 
put to a severe test. 


"Decades of confrontation are not replaced over- 


night by an era of cooperation," cautioned West 
German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 


Britain sounded a similar theme, warning that 


detente means little if it does not improve people's 
daily lives. 


Among other participants, Greece accused 


Turkey of violating the conference's principles by 
occupying part of Cyprus, and U.N. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim reminded countries here' 
that they are responsible for more than 80% 
of the world's military expenditures. 


The final document of the Conference on Securi- 


ty and Cooperation in Europe — a nonbinding set 
of princples — was agreed upon in advance, so the 
summit itself served mainly to spur a feverish 
round of private diplomatic talks. 


British Prime Minister" Harold Wilson laid par- 


ticular emphasis in his speech on the human rights 
section of the document to be signed here. That 
section was fought by the Eastern bloc 
governments, which feared making concessions 
that might loosen control over their people. 


"There is no reason why in 1975 Europeans 


should not be allowed to marry whom they want, 
hear and read what they want, travel abroad when 
and where they want, meet whom they want," 
Wilson said. "To deny that proposition is a sign not 
of strength but of weakness." 


Greek Prime Minister

food processors Wednesday 
raised wholesale prices on flour 
and sugar. The higher flour 
prices were the first solid 
evidence of the impact of Rus- 
sian purchases of U.S. grain. 


Besides the Soviet wheat 


deals, a sugar expert said Rus- 
sian purchases of raw sugar on 
international markets were 
responsible, in part, for the 
boost in sugar prices. 


The increases in flour and 


sugar prices followed substantial 
hikes earlier this week in coffee 
prices and a prediction by Chair- 
man Arthur F. Burns of the 
Federal Reserve Board of higher 
prices for bread as a result of the 
Russian wheat purchases. 


In Minneapolis, General Mills, 


one of the nation's largest 
millers, raised wholesale flour 
prices 1.6 cents a pound effective 
Friday. The increase affects 
flour purchased on grocery 
shelves and not bulk flour used 
in the mass production of bread 


and other bakery products. 


The higher flour prices, 


however, were the first solid 
evidence the Russian wheat 
purchases are driving up con- 
sumer prices in the United 
States. 


"It has to do with the 


developments in the world and 
domestic grain 
markets, es- 


pecially the Soviet Union 
developments and the possibility 
of drought there and their 
purchase of American grain," 
said Lou Gelfand, a spokesman 
for Pillsbury, another major 
miller. 


"Since July 3 Kansas City 


September wheat futures have 
gone from $3.10 a bushel to $4," 
he said. "This would justify an 
increase in family flour prices of 
$2 a hundredweight." 


But Gelfand said Pillsbury 


was waiting for the Agriculture 
Department's Aug. 11 crop 
report before deciding whether 
to match the General Mills hi* 
crease. 


Meanwhile, Amstar, the 


nation's largest sugar producer, 
raised its wholesale prices effec- 
tive immediately. 


The wholesale price of a five- 


pound bag of grocery sugar rose 
to $1.64 from $1.54 two weeks 
ago. It was as low as $1.21 Juiy 1. 


Saul Kolodny;, Amstar director 


of research, said sugar prices 
have risen rapidly in the last two 
weeks. He cited peak demand in 
the hot summer months, price 
manipulation by sugar producing 
countries, primarily by Philip- 
pines, and large purchases on 
foreign markets by the Soviet 
Union, Saudi Arabia and China. 


Sugar commodity experts said 


the drought that severely cut the 
Russian wheat crop also did 
extensive damage to that 
nation's sugar beet crop. 


Kolodny also said the frost 


damage that destroyed much .of 
Brazil's coffee crop, prompting 
higher ground coffee prices, also 
may have affected 5 to 10% of 
that nation's sugar crop.

Some Western leaders described it as a turn in g 
poin t in the bloody history of Europe but caution ed 
that fun damen tal differen ces between the East an d 
West are n ot easily ov ercome. 
Presiden t Urho Kekkon en of n eutral Fin lan d, 
host to the gatherin g, acclaimed it “a day of joy an d 
hope for Europe.” 
Seen as a triumph of diplomacy for Sov iet leader 
Leon id I Brezhn ev , the summit drew euphoric 
praise from the Commun ist side while Western 
speakers emphasized that Sov iet good will will be 
put to a sev ere test. 
“Decades of con fron tation are n ot replaced ov er­ 
n ight by an era of cooperation ,” caution ed West 
German Chan cellor Helmut Schmidt. 
Britain soun ded a similar theme, warn in g that 
deten te mean s little if it does n ot improv e people’s 
daily liv es. 
Amon g other participan ts, Greece accused 
Turkey of v iolatin g the con feren ce’s prin ciples by 
occupy in g part of Cy prus, an d U.N. Secretary - 
(îen eral Kurt Waldheim remin ded coun tries here’ 
that they are respon sible for more than 80% 
of the world’s military ex pen ditures. 


The fin al documen t of the Con feren ce on Securi­ 
ty an d Cooperation in Europe — a n on bin din g set 
of prin cples — was agreed upon in adv an ce, so the 
summit itself serv ed main ly to spur a fev erish 
roun d of priv ate diplomatic talks. 


British Prime Min ister Harold Wilson laid par­ 
ticular emphasis in his speech on the human rights 
section of the documen t to be sign ed here. That 
section was fou ght by the Eastern bloc 
gov ern men ts, which feared makin g con cession s 
that might loosen con trol ov er their people. 
“There is n o reason why in 1975 European s

In Min n eapolis, (Jen eral Mills, 
on e of the n ation ’s largest 
millers, raised wholesale flour 
prices 1.6 cen ts a poun d effectiv e 
Friday . The in crease affects 
flour purchased on grocery 
shelv es an d n ot bulk flour used 
in the mass production of bread 


an d other bakery products. 
The higher flou r prices, 
howev er, were the first soUd 
ev iden ce the Russian wheat 
purchases are driv in g up con ­ 
sumer prices in the Un ited 
States. 
“ It has to do with the 
dev elopmen ts in the world an d 
domestic grain 
markets, es­ 
pecially the Sov iet Un ion 
dev elopmen ts an d the possibility 
of drought there an d their 
purchase of American grain ,” 
said Lou Gelfan d, a spokesman 
for Pillsbury , an other major 
miller. 
“Sin ce July 3 Kan sas City 
September wheat futures hav e 
gon e from $3.10 a bushel to $4, ” 
he said. “This would justify an 
in crease in family flour prices of 
$2 a hun dredweight.” 


But Gelfan d said Pillsbury 
was waitin g for the Agriculture 
Departmen t’s Aug. 11 crop 
report before decidin g whether 
to match the Gen eral Mills in ­ 
crease. 


Mean while, Amstar, the 
n ation ’s largest sugar producer, 
raised its wholesale prices effec­ 
tiv e immediately . 
The wholesale price of a fiv e- 
poun d bag of grocery sugar rose 
to $1.64 from $1.54 two weeks 
ago. It was as low as $1.21 July 1. 
Saul Kolodn y ;, Amstar directcx : 
of research, said sugar prices 
hav e risen rapidly in the last two 
weeks. He cited peak deman d in 
the hot summer mon ths, price 
man ipulation by sugar producin g 
coun tries, primarily by Philip­ 
pin es, an d large purchases on 
foreign markets by the Sov iet 
Un ion , Saudi Arabia an d Chin a.

Starting with Senate action 


Tuesday, attaching the proviso 
to an unrelated minor bill, the 
bill was rushed to passage by 
shortcut procedures, ineffectual- 
ly protested by opponents. 


The finale was a cliff-hanging 


House roll call, with the lead at 
the end switching back and forth 
and some members protesting 


that the electronic voting 
machine malfunctioned. But the 
final ruling was that the count 
was accurate. 


The bill extends to senators 


and representatives, the vice 
president, federal judges and of- 
ficials in the highest categories 
the annual pay adjustment 
procedures already in effect for 
lower-ranking federal employes. 
The next adjustment is due in 
October. 


There have been estimates 


that the next increase could range 
over 8%, but Ford has in- 
recommendation to 5%. 
At 8%, the $42,500 con- 
gressional pay would go up by 
$3,400; the $60,000 pay of a 
Cabinet officer by $4,800. 


The last increases in the pay of 


members of Congress and top of- 
ficials were enacted in 1969 
when the congressional level was 
raised from $90,000 to $42,500. 


A side effect of the bill, con- 


gressional specialists said, would 
be to give former President 
Richard M. Nixon a raise in his 
$60,000 pension. By law, it is set 
at the salary of a Cabinet officer.

The House vote on a resolu- 


tion to disapprove Ford's plan 
was 228 to 189. Under the law, 
that vote prohibited the Presi- 
dent from putting into effect the

An indication that Ford would 


lose in the House came in late 
afternoon By a vote of 218-217 
the House wrote into a pending 
energy bill an oil pricing formula 
sponsored by liberal Democrats 
and known to be unacceptable to 
Ford.

Democratic leadership to set up 
a vote on Ford's pricing plan 
failed. The Senate voted 54-38 to 
limit debate on a motion to take 
up the Ford plan.

Profits Tax Sent To Senate

Senate Finance Committee com- 
pleted work Wednesday on a bin 
to tax billions in oil profits and 
return them to consumers if 
federal controls on oil prices are 
allowed to expire. 


An 11-0 vote sent the measure 


to the Senate, and Sen. Russell 
B Long, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said he hopes to have the 


bill passed by the House and 
Senate this week. 


The Senate committee bill 


would provide tax cuts totaling 
about $375 over 5Vfe years for 
each of the 150 million 
Americans 18 years of age or 
older, with the money coming 
from the sharply higher oil- 
company profits that removal of 
price controls would bring. 


If the price controls law, the 


Emergency Pertroleum Alloca- 
tion Act. of 1973, expires Aug. 
31, price increases for crude oil, 
gasoline, heating oil and other 
petroleum products would 
follow. How large they would be 
and how rapidly they would oc- 
cur are unclear.

50 years destroyed eight downtown businesses 
and a fraternal lodge and injured six persons 
Tuesday night.

"What's Yours Is Negotiable' 


There being so very few absolutes in 


the world, it would be naive to believe that 
the problems of Europe have been solved 
through the Helsinki Conference. In fact, it 
is with some unease that the U.S. should 
loot: at the finalization of European 
borders established in the tattered after- 
math of World War fc 


Such a settlement gives a respectabili- 


ty to Soviet post-war land grabs that have 
no real credibility in fact. But one need not 
condone each and every thing with which 
one has to live. 


We are not talking about the careless 


disregard of all principle or indifference to 
the cause of human freedom and national 
sovereignty. But there are and can con- 
tinue to be vital elements of our own 
national life and government while the ac- 
cord at Helsinki is signed. 


What is represented at Helsinki is 


nothing more than what Europe has been 
in fact for the past quarter of a century. We 
have not managed to change the situation 
In that time and we have no reasonable 
expectation of changing it in the future. 


The same thing, apparently, is 


happening with Cuba. The Organization of 
American States, including the United 
States, has voted this week to lift its 
economic and diplomatic embargo against 
Castro's Cuba. 


Once again, the vote represents the 


recognition of a reality which we can do lit- 
tle about, even though we are not especial- 
ly fond of it. 


The point is that this nation has no 


magic by which it can make the rest of the 
world do as it thinks best. We may not like 
the systems by which many parts of the 
world are governed but it is folly to be in 
continual conflict with them as a result of 
this. 


This is not a matter of two neighbors 


getting along, although there is some 
similarity between the two things. The two 
neighbors at odds with one another have 
only each other to harm. But nations at 
odds with one another put the lives and 
progress of millions and millions of people 
on the line. 


Communism is not our cup of tea but it 


is a fact of our international life. Our 
success in changing it toward greater 
freedom will be found more in working 
with it when possible than in being at cons- 
tant odds with it. 


Helsinki may well represent the confir- 


mation of some things we do not like but it 
also is an opportunity to begin to affect 
some changes and that, we believe, is 
worth the risks involved. 


Can't Play Only Winners 


Wouldn't it be a marvelous thing if you 


could get into a poker game in which you 
were allowed to play only your winning 
hands? If one could figure out the 
technicality of it and find a group of four to 
five players to agree to it, he would surely 
nave a fine thing going for himself. 


Something like that applies in the case 


of the business interests along 13th from J 
to L who want to be excluded from that 
street's beautification program. The 
program, they claim, will be of no benefit 
to them. 


Very correctly, the City Council laid 


the claim aside, asserting that the time to 
determine individual benefits is when 
assessments are made for payment of the 
improvement. Then, if these businesses 
can be found to have received no benefit, 
they will be asked to pay nothing. 


Our guess is that they will be found to 


have received some benefit, however. 
That's the way it is with most of the public 
services and programs we nave today and 
there isn't any alternative way of doing 
things. 
" If the businessmen were right, they 
might also argue that they receive no 
benefit from the Fire Department, since 
they have never had to call upon.this ser- 


vice. People who don't go to the swimming 
pools could deduct the cost of such 
faculties from their taxes. 


Only those who used the libraries 


would pay for them. Only when you needed 
a policeman, or earned an unwanted con- 
tact with one, would you have to pay up for 
having this service on hand. 


The fact is that if we all paid only for 


those things for which we could stipulate a 
direct economic benefit, few of us would 
be paving anything. Public services and 
even government itself would be non- 
existent. 


But we live as a community and we, 


therefore, must pay for things as a part of 
that community. When we are a part of a 
community, we do things in common, 
because that is the only practical way of 
getting them done. 


And you have to consider your own 


benefit from this on an indirect as well as 
direct basis. The 13th Street businessmen 
have to figure that the improvement in 
question will make the area in which they 
operate more attractive to people, whether 
or not they can sit down at the moment and 
count an exact number of additional people 
walking into their establishments.

Army's LSD War Games

WASHINGTON - During a mock battle in the late 1950s, the Army sent a couple of dozen 


- 
assault troops under the influence of LSD into Ike fray and filmed the chaotic results. 


It was comk opera, with troops dressed in battle gear and behaving like an army of Corner 


15-minute film showed how the troops reacted under batthwimulated conditions. 


Reported Dr. John Buckman, a psychiatry professor at the University of Virginia medical 
school "The soldiers showed lack of motivation, lack of ability to attend to detail" 


In one sequence, the drugged soldiers were supposed to climb a cement wall. "They were 


totally disinterested in the task. Quite clumsy," recalled Dr. Buckman. 


One soldier in the film lost a button to the fly of his pants. He stopped in the middle of toe 


mockbattte and scoured the ground for the button. "That soldier couktot continue the war until 
he found bis button," said the psychiatrist. 


The sokflen in the film abo were ordered to march in formation, alternating their feet at 


etch count "They walked," according to Buckman, "like Corner Pyte." 


Drawing a weird comparison, he concluded: "The results were staflar to when a spider was 


fed LSD. His web was much more chaotic than normal." 


Footnote The Army's LSD experiments were an outgrowth of the Korean War, an attempt 


to team more about the brainwashing used on POW's in Korea. The accounts of ttie POWs were 
remarkably similar to the experience of troops under LSD, ac«)rding to doctors who conducted 
the experiments. 


Governments on both sides of the Iron Curtain became interested in chemical means of 


altering human behavior. Several eminent psychiatrists have said LSD could be used as an effec- 
tive weapon of war. The drug could be compressed in aerosol fontainen and dropped from

what else the Helsinki summit 
will be remembered for in 
history but there is no doubt it 
serves as a brass monument to 
patient, careful Soviet 
diplomacy which, for 21 yean, 
has been seeking an East-West 
accord formally acknowledging 
East Europe's de facto frontiers. 


Moreover It signalises a per- 


sonal triumph for Leonid I. 
Brezhnev. He continued the 
basic foreign policy gingerly 
began by Stalin's successors. 
With uflamboyaBt peniste*ce, 
he has now brought to a legal 
condnsion the process of gaining 
recognition for all Russia's 
World War 0 territorial con- 
quests — as well as the 


Ideological ascendence Moscow 
hat since reaffirmed in that area, 


And Brezhnev, by holding the 


West adamantly to his own 
timetable, managed to do this in 
the immediate wake of the 
Soviet-American space link-up. 
That event dramatically 
reminded the world there are 
only two genuine superpowers. 
This in turn exacerbates 


to Peking that these super- 
powers are imposing their own 
patterns, thereby weakening the 
voluntary support on which 
Washington relies more than 
Moscow. 


It is fitting that leaders from 


SOVIET LEADER BREZHNEV . . . with Finnish president as- 
leaders arrived to attend European Security Conference . . . 


35 nations should meet in 
Helsinki. Finland's political 
position has given its name to a 
condition conceivably slated to 
apply elsewhere in Europe 
which might henceforth focus on 
a revised version of Marx's 1848 
Communist Manifesto, begin- 
ning the new edition: "A spectre 
is haunting Europe — the spec- 
tre of Finlandization." White 
Finlandizatton frightens West 
Europeans because it implies 
helpless strategic dependence on 
Moscow, 
even though 


acknowledging considerable 
ideological independence and a 
largely pluralistic society, it 
heartens East Europeans. They 
dream of the day when they will 
be permitted as much freedom 
as the doughty Finns have been 
allowed in exchange for their 
loyalty. 


But the rest of East Europe is 


unlikely to gain much more 
liberty as a consequence of the 
Helsinki summit. In 1984 die 
Russians are not going to be less 
tough about what they consider 
their private business than they 
were in Hungary (1956) or 
Czechoslovakia (1968). Nor is the 
deal to be ratified here going to 
alter Soviet determination. 


As the late Charles E. Bohlen 


discerned years ago, Moscow's 
approach to these matters, vis-a- 
vis the West, is: "What's ours is 
ours; what's yours is 
negotiable." So while the West 
tacitly accepts everything in 
Europe East of the Elbe as per- 
manently communist, the same 
West looks on like a paralyzed 
chicken while an avowedly pro- 
Soviet minority in NATO Por- 
tugal attempts to establish a 
Marxist dictatorship.

complex about doing anything 
that might be construed as 
hostile to the Russians or then- 
friends. Solzhenytsin is kept out 
of the White House and Ford 
comes to Helsinki - while 
Brezhnev's co-belligerents in- 
filtrate the Portuguese govern- 
ment, British trade unions, 
French media, Greek politics, 
Italian regional administration, 
and Irish revisionism. 


To be sure, some communist 


activists are at present opposing 
Muscovite methods and 
proponents. They proclaim their 
support for democratic 
freedoms and party pluralism. 
Even Lenin can be cited as 
favoring this as a tactic — but 
Lenin was not notable for 
applying it. 


All this doesn't mean the sum- 


mit — if it signifies anything 
more than symbolism — heralds 
an ideological end to democracy 
and social democracy. But right 
now too many democratic coun- 
tries are run by a collection of 
unimaginative mediocrities who 
focus more on tomorrow's elec- 
tions than the day after 
tomorrow's problems. 


So even if the Soviet dic- 


tatorship has become sclerotic 
and the so-called classless socie- 
ty is dominated by a new class of 
pampered bureaucrats, 
it 


nevertheless remains coherent 
and clearly knows where it is 
heading. 


The flabbiness of NATO is 


fated to get worse. China, which 
has been urging Western 
togetherness, has every reason 
to worry; Russia's allies in India 
and North Vietnam (which 
worry Peking) are getting 
respectively 
more anti- 


democratic and more strong. 


The Russians are extending 


their broad-gauge railway 
system deep into Eastern 
Europe, a matter of some 
military importance and certain- 
ly a sign of confidence in the 
durability of Moscow's policy — 
to have and to hold. 


Nor are restrictions on Soviet 


emigration or dissidence 
relaxing further. Helsinki and 
the diplomatic trend it punc- 
tuates won't change Moscow's 
society as much as it may change 
our own.

Intentionally, prior to reading any news 


accounts, I obtained a copy of the State 
Supreme Court decision to suspend G. 
Bradford Cook's lawyer license for three 
years. I read the 28 pages carefully and 
critically, underlining and making 
marginal notations. After painstaking 
evaluation of the decision and other 
material, I decided that a "defense of G. 
Bradford Cook" should be offered by his 
chief public critic. (I must acknowledge 
at the outset that ignorance of the law is 
no excuse in Nebraska unless you are a 
bright, highly competent securities 
lawyer — or a Nebraska University 
Regent.) 


In crisp, clean language the court 


proclaimed Cook guilty on only three of 
six counts. How many sinners have a 
better than 50% average of sinlessness? 
Certainly most lawyers do not. 


Besides, all six counts dealt with an in- 


consequential — to lawyers — matter: 
lying. Lying is part of Americana. A few 
weeks ago, District Judge Kuns ruled 
Cook's lying wasn't so bad because a 
lawyer can't be expected to tell the truth 
all the time. So why all the fuss? 


Perhaps the hubbub could be justified 


if Cook had done something really serious 
such as advertising, neglecting to address 
a judge as "Your Honor" or failing (God 
forbid!) to pay his bar association dues. 
He only lied.

Even the court which gently, politely, 


respectfully and apologetically tapped his 
wrists, graciously swallowed Cook's im- 
plication that he couldn't be held per- 
sonally responsible for lying to the 


Proxmire Committee (Count V). The 
Devil made him do it. Rather generously, 
the Court attributed his lying to "self- 
delusion" and "a very human tendency 
founded in part on the frailty of 
memory". 


Some cynic, lacking capacity to grasp 


the profound protectiveness among the 
lawyer brotherhood may find it difficult 
to accept the court's neat apologia. The 
cynic, after considering the court's high 
praise of Cook's intelligence may un- 
generously conclude that the bright 
lawyer lied to save his hide (which was 
the effect of it) not because of any "frail- 
ty of memory''. 


Who can read minds and discern 


hearts? If Cook indicates mat his lying 
sprang from a lofty, unselfish motive (on- 
ly to save Stans' hide) who can challenge 
him? Why cheapen the tone of the refined 
discussion by dredging up the tawdry fact 
that Cook's penury was traded for 
political help from Stans in procuring the 
SEC chairmanship?

Numerous indicators suggest that Cook 


is such a fine fellow, even the undertaker 
will mourn his passing — and that he did 
not really realize what he was doing. His 
lawyers say he was a "relatively young 
man" dealing with crafty older sinners. 
Who would expect a mere youth of 38 — 
albeit a bright lawyer and SEC chairman 
— to know the significance of lying? 


Additionally, many fine "persons of 


good repute" who see nothing much 
wrong with perjury, wrote glowing en- 
dorsements and buttressed the notion 
that poor Cook was a victim of cir- 
cumstances. 


A cynic might argue maliciously that in 


the context of political and legal events 


cascading in roaring torrents upon the na- 
tion at the time Cook was lying 
(Watergate was bursting out all over) it is 
unbelieveable that he failed to recognize 
the profound import of his actions, unless 
he was in a trance or recently returned 
from the moon after several years. But let 
us be generous like the court for "to err is 
human..." 


In Cook's favor, under a winked-eye in- 


terpretation, is the fact that he said he 
was sorry for lying to the federal grand 
jury when the U.S. attorney told him they 
had the goods on him, cold. Mind you, as 
soon as he was caught with the smoking 
gun in bis hand, Cook courageously said 
in manly fashion with a great display of 
integrity and patriotism: "You got me; 
I'll help you get everybody else". And he 
resigned as SEC chairman before 
anybody even told him to. These things 
show character of some kind or other.

An anti-lawyer cynic might view his 


long, convoluted repudiation of his 
perjury admissions as a smooth, slippery, 
polished, well-rehearsed string of clever 
lawyer-lies to cover lies. Not so. Listen. 
When you are charged with lying and 
finally decide to tell the WHOLE truth 
about how you DIDN'T tell the whole 
truth when you ADMITTED under oath 
that you LED, you can sound as if you're 
not telling the truth. Especially if you 
bear the stamp: "U.S. Government Cer- 
tified Liar". 


Enough has been presented to show 


that Cook is a fine fellow with integrity to 
bum. It is as unfair to condemn this 
honest man for his few perjuries and lies 
as it is to brand an honest man a thief 
merely for stealing a few times. 


I agree with the court that 


premeditated perjury "is most serious" 
— but not really inconsistent with good 
standing in the Nebraska Bar Association. 
I further agree with the court that Cook is 
not likely to repeat THIS offense; i.e., 
tamper with an SEC complaint against 
Robert Vesco, wheel and deal to obtain 
the SEC chairmanship, then commit 
perjury during a Watergate epidemic of 
national political scandal and corruption 
— just as Humpty Durapty will not fall 
and shatter a second time, nor the 
murderer of John Jones twice murder 
John Jones.

The court's leniency at first drew my 


ire. I mistakenly attributed their kindness 
to Cook's political, social and family 
status. I evec thought in terms of Cook 
And The Seven Judicial Dwarfs. No 
more. Upon reflection, I realize the court 
is ushering hi a merciful new dispensa- 
tion. It is mere happenstance that a 
member of a prominent, powerful family 
is the first beneficiary. 


The court now certainly will make 


amends for past harsh treatment of 
garden-variety lawyers who have been 
disbarred permanently. The new 
Nebraska Supreme Court Rule: Since 
perjury is not grounds for disbarment, 
nothing is. Hallelujah! The court with 
tearful apology, will reinstate all the dis- 
barred and provide proper recompense 
for the gross injustice dealt them during a 
judicially less enlightened time. 


This done, the public may cease 


viewing the law as a spiderweb which 
catches the small insects while letting the 
large ones fly through. All lawyer- 
offenders will be smitten with the same 
rod.

Form Of Blackmail, Extortion 


Lincoln, Neb. 


What gives with The Lincoln Star? The July 28 paper- 


carried an excellent article concerning the personal rights of 
Nebraska citizens, blackmail and extortion by the federal 
government, federal meddling hi state and citizen affairs, and 
the freedom of choice and/or expression by citizens. 


But where did people find such a relevant and interesting 


article that so concerned them? On the last page of the paper, 
preceding the classifieds and entitled: "Riders Rev Up For 
Helmet Fight In Court" - a good title that envisions black 
leather jackets, hobnail boots and swinging chains. 


It is this type of shoddy journalism and third-rate coverage 


that keeps stereotyping motorcycle riders and keeps concerned 
citizens in the dark when their personal rights are violated. 


The helmet law is but one of many examples of federal 


blackmail, extortion and federal meddling in citizen affairs. This 
is the real issue at stake, not just the "right to wear" law: Yet 
this paper refuses to face the issue or point out the facts in an 
unbiased way.

American States, inclu ding the United 
; States, has v o ted this week to lift its 
eco no mic and diplo matic embarg o ag ainst 
Castro ’s Cu ba. 


Once ag ain, the v o te represents the 
reco g nitio n o f a reality which we can do lit­ 
tle abo u t, ev en tho u g h wc are no t especial­ 
ly fo nd o f it. 


The po int is that this natio n has no 
mag ic by which it can make the rest o f the 
wo rld do as it thinks best. We may no t like 
the sy stems by which many parts o f the 
wo rld are g o v erned bu t it is fo lly to be in 
co ntinu al co nflict with them as a resu lt o f 
this. 
This is no t a matter o f two neig hbo rs 
g etting alo ng , altho u g h there is so me 
similarity between the two thing s. The two 
neig hbo rs at o dds with o ne ano ther hav e 
o nly each o ther to harm. Bu t natio ns at 
o dds with o ne ano ther pu t the liv es and 
pro g ress o f millio ns and millio ns o f peo ple 
o n the line. 


Co mmu nism is no t o u r cu p o f tea bu t it 
is a fact o f o u r internatio nal life. Ou r 
su ccess in chang ing it to ward g reater 
freedo m will be fo u nd mo re in wo rking 
with it when po ssible than in being at co ns­ 
tant o dds with it.

Wo u ldn’t it be a marv elo u s thing if y o u 
co u ld g et into a po ker g ame in which y o u 
were allo wed to play o nly y o u r winning 
hands? If o ne co u ld fig u re o u t the 
technicality o f it and find a g ro u p o f fo u r to 
fiv e play ers to ag ree to it, he wo u ld su rely 
hav e a fine thing g o ing fo r himself.

Only tho se who u sed the libraries 
wo u ld pay fo r them. Only when y o u needed 
a po liceman, o r earned an u nwanted co n­ 
tact with o ne, wo u ld y o u hav e to pay u p fo r 
hav ing this serv ice o n hand. 


The fact is that if we all paid o nly fo r 
tho se thing s fo r which we co u ld stipu late a 
direct eco no mic benefit, few o f u s wo u ld 
be pay ing any thing . Pu blic serv ices and 
ev en g o v ernment itself wo u ld be no n­ 
ex istent.

WASHINGTON - Du ring a mo ck battle in the late 1950s, the Army sent a co u ple o f do zen 
assau lt tro o ps u nder the influ ence o f LSD into the fray and filmed the chao tic resu lts. 
It was com k o pen, with tro o ps dressed in battle g ear and behav ing like an army o f Go mer 
Pv les. 
The 15-minu te film sho wed ho w the tro o ps reacted u nder battie^u lated co nditio ns. 
Repo rted Dr. Jo hn Bu ckman, a psy chiatry pro fesso r at the Univ ersity o f Virg inia medical 
scho o l: “Tl» so ldiers sho wed lack o f mo tiv atio n, lack (rf ability to attaid to <f®tiiiL 
In (wie sequ ence, the dru g g ed so ldiers were su ppo sed to clind) a c e n ^ t wall. Tney were 
to tally chsintsrested in the task. Qu ite clu msy ,” recalled Dr. Bu ckman. 
One so ldier in the film lo st a bu tto n to the fly (rf his pants. He sto pped in the middle o f the 
mo (k battle and sco u red the g ro u nd fa the bu tto i. ‘‘That so ldier co u ldn’t co itinu e the war u ntil 
he fo u nd his bu tto n,” said the psy chiatrist. 


The so ldim in ti» film also were o rdaed to march in fo rmatio n, alternating their feet at 
each co u nt “They walked,” acco rding to Bu do nan. “like Go mer Py le.” 
Drawing a weiid co mpariso n, he co nclu ded: “The resu lts were similar to when a spider was 


fed LSD, His web was mu ch mo re diao tk than no rmal.” 
Fo o tno te- The Army ’s LSD ex periments were an o u tg ro wth o f the Ko rean War, an attempt 
to learn mo re abo u t the brainwashing u sed o n POW’s in Ko rea. The acco u nts o f the POWs were 
reinariabty similar to the ejqieriences o f tro o ps u nder LSD, acco ding to do cto rs who co ndu cted 


the ex periments. 
Go v ernments o n bo th sides o f the Iro n Cu rtain became interested in chemical means o f 
aJtering bnmnn behav ia. Sev eral emio ent psy chiatrists hav e said LSD co u ld be u sed as an effec­ 
tiv e weapo n o f war. Tbe dru g co u ld be co mpressed in aero sd fo ntainers and dro i^ied fro m 
So m*» psy chiatrists su g g ested it wo u ld pro du ce insanity o n a larg e scale. 


If the dng co u ld be dipped into the fo o d a drink o f to p military ptanners, it co u ld lead to 
e km t k decMo o s. Bu t mo st o f the psy chktristi who m we interv iewed were appalled at the 
MMfM o f 
LSD as a weapo n. F a them, it is a dinical to o l fo r treating alco ho lism, hero in 
iddtetiM MMi'o tiier piwbleo ii. Its mUitiu y u se “wo u ld be like tiu ming 
a scalpel into a swo rd/*

More Land Reclaimed Than Disturbed 


There is a growing concern for 


land reclamation throughout 
Nebraska, if a survey of current 
mining operations is any 
measure. 


For the first time in half a cen- 


tury, more reclaimed acres have 
been reported in the state for the 
past year than the number of 
acres disturbed by active mining 
operations. According to a 
report issued by the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln Conserva- 
tion and Survey Division, 646 


mining operations in 1974 dis- 
turbed 1,253 acres, whereas 1,344 
acres were reclaimed last year 
(including 911 acres reclaimed in 
inactive or abandoned 
operations). 


"More land is being reclaimed 


from past mining operations in 
Nebraska than ever before," 
said R. R. Burchett, research 
geologist with the Conservation 
and Survey Division, "and this 
suggests a growing concern for 


environmental 
quality 


throughout the state." 


The 1974 total of 646 active 


mining operations in Nebraska is 
composed of the following 
categories: 41 limestone 
quarries; 576 sand, gravel, and 
silt pits; seven clay or shale pits; 
21 sandstone pits; and one peat 
pit. 


Over the past 50 years, a total 


of 2,820 quarries, pits, and mines 
have been active at various times 
in Nebraska. This total breaks 


down into 355 limestone 
quarries; 2,303 sand, gravel, and 
silt pits; 24 clay or shale pits; 79 
sandstone pits; eight quartzite 
pits; 29 volcanic ash pits; 13 coal 
mines; one chalk mine; three 
flint quarries; and five peat pits.

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Mud Cushions Couple's Wild Ride 


Son National Park, Utah (UPI) - The sea of mud which 


almost killed John and Susan Quinlon saved their lives. 


The two Nebraskans were the only reported casualties 


Tuesday as a series of heavy thunderstorms rolled through 
southwestern Utah, setting off flash Hoods, mudslides and 
rockslides. 


Their car was engulfed by a mudslide on the winding road 


through Zion National Park, ooted over a 900-foot precipice, 
and rolled through the trees to another section of road far 
below. 


A Utah Highway Patrol trooper said they survived because 


the mud in their car was so thick and so deep it cushioned their 
bodies as their car bounced through the trees and over the 
rocks. 


The young couple from Nebraska City was treated at Diiie 


Hospital for cuts, bruises and inhalation of mud, and released. 


"Apparently the mud saved them," said trooper Randy 


Humphries "There was so much mud inside the car it 
cushioned them." 


Humphries said when the Quinlons were pulled from the 


vehicle, the mud was four feet deep inside. 


Other slides blocked the entrance to the park, and forced 


closure of roads through the area. Federal and local officials 
were working with heavy equipment to clear the roads and 
reopen the area to traffic. 


Many motorists were stranded on the steep canyon roads, 


but all were tea out safely. 


Crops

Nebraska crop conditions are 


a little like the national un- 
employment situation: dpending 
en what happens now, you can 
expect anything from recovery 
to disaster. 
.In the case of the Comhusker 
State's fields, what farmers need 
now is rain. 
. Dr. Don Hanway, chairman of 
the University of Nebraska- 
Loncoln's agronomy department, 
explains that the two-week 
period when corn is pollinating 
and grain sorghum is shooting 
h$ads is critical. 
• Depending on the plant varie- 
ty, that time is now. If it is too 
hot or too dry, the pollen dies 
and even tall green corn 
produces very little grain. 


"Once you have seed set you 


can stand quite a bit of dry 
weather stress, but the dryland 
crop just won't make it without 
rain soon," Hanway said. 


"The situation in western 


Iowa and all of Nebraska is quite 
highly variable. If we had not 
had the rains and cooler weather 
we got 10 days ago we would be 
in real serious trouble," he said. 


Some spots in the state didn't 


STELLO 
get any ofme rain and those 
areas may have lost their entire 
crop for 1975, crop experts 
believe. Some other areas had 
heavy rain and are hi fine shape, 
and still other areas had lesser 
amounts of rain that provided a 
reprieve. More rain is needed 
everywhere, observers say. 


"The problem is that we have 


next to nothing in reserve. We 
must have continued rains if we 
are to have any crop on dryland. 
I just can't be as optimistic as 
the folks in Washington who are 
predicting a bumper crop this 
fall. Too much of our grain is in 
the touch-and-go state now," 
Hanway «aid. 


Hanway noted that even a lit- 


tle rain helps because it tends to 
increase humidity and clouds 
and drop temperatures. 


"It is this period of hot sunny 


cloudless days that is killing the 
crop," he said. 


"Overall, I would have to say 


we are in better shape than we 
were a year ago in crop 
possibilities. If we get continued 
rain in August and September 
we should have a pretty good 
general crop, but in some areas 
the crop is already gone," he 
said.

/Mayor Still Wants Advice 
On Police Review Board

Mayor Helen BoosaLs said Wednesday she 


wants the Human Rights Commission to continue 
studying the police review board issue even 
though it looks like the City Council is going to 
bypass the commission on that matter. 


The mayor said "he was disappointed in the 


council's decision to kill the civilian police review 
board proposal next week. The ordinance 
proposed by Councilman John Robinson calls for 
the creation of a nine-member board. 


The council's action would have the effect of 


ignoring the work being done by the Human 
Rights Commission, which the council charged 
with making a recommendation. 


Mrs. 
Boosalis said she still wants a 


recommendation from the commission, even if 
the majority of the council does not. 


"Depending on what they come up with, I 


hope to propose my own procedure," she said. 


The mayor said the new system won't be 


patterned after the procedure set up by her 
predecessor, Sam Schwartzkopf. 


In 1972 Schwartzkopf created by executive 


order a three-man police board of examiners. The 
mayor had the option of referring any complaints 
against the police to that board. The board then 
made a recommendation back to the mayor. Ap- 
parently, the board has met three times since it 
was formed. 


Robinson charged that the mayor's 


procedure discouraged people from filing com- 
plaints against the police. He said the board 
should be accountable to the City Council since 
the mayor could abolish the other procedure at 
any time. 


A member of the Human Rights Commission 


called the council's decision to ignore the ad- 
visory group "very unfair." 


"Personally, I am disturbed by it," said Carol 


Reilly, who has been reviewing the proposals 
since June. The commission had planned to make 
a recommendation by Sept. 1. 


Earl Barnawell, a member of Justice, Inc., 


said the council's action indicates that the council 
"has something to fear." 


"We've got an unusually good police 


department," he said, "but that doesn't mean 
there's not room for improvement." 


Barnawell said a civilian review board would 


give people an avenue to air their complaints 
openly. He thinks that a civilian board's review of 
most allegations would end up reflecting credit 
on the department. 


Although Councilmen Dick Baker and Max 


Denney contended most Ljncolnites don't want 
such a review board, Barnawell argued, "There 
are a number of other citizens in favor of it." 


The council is expected to act on Robinson's

Other jars are usually made of 


thinner untempered glass which 
is less reiistent to temperature 
extremes and mechanical shock, 
and therefore, more likely to

Although the canning lids (tin 


flatb) which are so scarce are the

' We're spoiled,

Agent Esther Wyant, noting that 
people prefer the self-sealing

But there s nothing wrong 


with using the older-type of zinc 
lid and rubber ring which are 
also becoming scarce due to the 
pinch OP tin flats 


The zinc ha and rubber rings 


require handling the hot jars and 
completing the seal after 
processing, but they are safe and 
the lids can be reused providing 
the glass is not broken on them, 
she said

rings which are also scarce, be 
reused But if they are not 
stretched or damaged in any

And if anyone has any of the

A check with local stores

the rubber rings have jumped

If freezing space is available,

freezing food instead of canning 
Freezing containers — one of the 
costliest items in freezing — can 
be improvised by the use of milk 
cartons, shortening cans, empty 
peanut butter jars and potato 
chip tubes 


Unlike canning lids, commer- 


cial freezing containers can be 
reused year after year if they are 
given proper care 


Mrs Wyant said she has been 


experimenting with drying gar- 
'den products and has had "fairly 
good results "

apricots, apples, corn, cabbage, 
carrots and cherries.

Omaha Bond OK Said Needed 


Omaha (AP) — Following 


heavy opposition and criticism 
voiced Tuesday night against his 
budget proposal for the coming 
year, Mayor Edward Zorinsky 
said street maintenance in the 
city will suffer under the 
proposal if voters do not approve 
a $30 million bond issue for 
streets and sewers. 


"The streets would be in their 


normal delapidated condition," 
if the bonds are not approved, 
Zonnsky said during a news con- 
ference Wednesday. 


The budget was presented to 


the City Council while Zorinsky 
was out of the city to attend the 
National Mayors Conference and 
on a goodwill trip to Poland. 


The "lean" does not call for a 


hike in property taxes, 
but opponents say it will result 
in a-cutback in city services. 


During 
his 
absence, 


spokesmen for the mayor said 
the budget proposal would not 
result in any service cuts, even 
though it is less than what the 
city expects to spend in the year. 


Zorinsky made his first 


reference to possible cuts in ser- 


vices during a meeting Tuesday 
with the City Council. 


Zonnsky said he based his 


earlier no-cutback claims on the 
assumption that voters would 
approve the bond issue for the 
streets and sewers. 


Wednesday, he said the $30 


million issue, $6 million in bonds 
issued over five years, would 
probably not be enough to put 
the streets in proper shape. 


"Ten million dollars is 


probably not enough," the 
mayor said.

at Park Jefferson hi Jefferson, 
S.D. when the horse dropped 
dead of an apparent heart at- 
tack. She was unconscious for a 
few minutes, but soon 
recovered. 


"They told me I shouldn't ride 


that weekend, but I did 
anyway," she explained. "The 
longer you wait, the harder it is 
to come back. I wasn't going to 
let those doctors tell me what to 
do. 


"I've really been fortunate so 


far. I was out a month after the 
injury at Grand Island," she 
said. 


That cost her a chance to ride 


at Ak-Sar-Ben in Omaha, so she 
made her riding comeback at 
Park Jefferson.

First Shore Lunch 


I was 13 when my father, grandfather and an older 


brother finally let me go with them on their annual fishing 
trip to Canada. 


I hated eating fish back then but loved fishing. So when 


the first shore lunch came around, Dad asked how many 
freshly caught walleye fillets I could eat I immediately 
replied, "Maybe one." 


After grandpa cleaned the fish, brother Larry tossed 


together a fire on the Canadian rocks and Dad fried up his 
walleye specials rolled in flour and fried in butter, I'd 
changed my mind. 


Fresh fish cooked on the rocks can't taste any better. I 


wolfed down the first fillet and found there wasn't any mere 
- the others had cleaned the skillet. I licked my plate and 
promised that would never happen again. 


The first meal with fish rolled in flour and grilled in 


butter was a tough recipe to beat, but others have come and 
gone which would rate right up there on eating's prize list. 


Not long after that, I found a recipe for fish in an open 


fire which required only a newspaper, waxed paper, onion, 
salt, pepper and lemon juice. 


Tastey Dishes 


The idea is to get a fire good and hot, take the fish fillets 


and sprinkle in all the goodies to taste and wrap them up in 
the wax paper. Take the newspaper to the water and soak it 
good. Then wrap the wet paper around the waxed paper- 
wrapped fish and seasonings. 


Follow by digging a hole hi the coals of the fire, ensuring 


some of the fire or hot coals surrounds the wet paper wrap. 
Allow about 10-15 minutes for the fish to steam through and 
remove from the fire, unwrap and eat away. 


I thought that was good until Al Spiers of Indiana 


talked Minnesota's Danny Gapen into a shore lunch supreme 
two years ago on the banks of the Upper Mississippi River. 
Al's recipe called for aluminum wrap, onions, garlic salt and 
barbeque sauce. 


All we had to offer to the meal were small smallmouth 


bass fillets but Al said it didn't matter. They all tasted good 
with this recipe. 


He took one fish fillet, coated it with garlic salt, laid a 


layer of thinly cut onions on top of that and started over with 
another fish fillet. 


He made about five layers of this salted fish and onion 


combination on a double thickness of foil, then formed a 
bowl with the foil and dumped in the barbeque sause to coat 
the fish. 


He then closed the foil around the fish, leaving some 


room for expansion of the concoction inside and placed the 
wrapped fish into the coals (as in the newspaper fish). £e 
waited about 15 minutes and uncovered one of the tastiest 
shores lunches to date. 


There are other recipes we've tried for shore lunches 


and certainly many yet to try. I haven't found a bad one yet, 
even burnt or not quite done. Fish are tasting better all the 
time.

Life Insurance On Child 
May Not Be Necessary 


By JANE BRYANT QUINN 
NEW YORK - Should you 


buy life insurance on your 
children? Some parents have 
done so, for reasons they con- 
sider sound. But I have some 
doubts as to whether it's 
generally a good idea. 


In my last column, I argued 


two points: (1) it is not cheaper 
to buy insurance when young 
'although, from the insurance 
ratebook, it might appear so); 
and (2) although a juvenile 
policy preserves a child's in- 
surability in case he becomes too 
ill to buy his own insurance later 
on, this is a pretty small risk for 
most people to spend their hard- 
earned money on. Here are some 
more reasons life insurance 
agents give for insuring children, 
along with another view of the 
issue: 


Argument: The amount of in- 


surance bought on children is in- 
creasing; therefore, the "collec- 
tive judgment" shows that it's 
valuable. Reply: Just because 
something is good for your 
neighbor doesn't mean it's also 
good for you (and in fact your 
neighbor might even have made 
a mistake). Furthermore, since 
most American parents do not 


insure their children, I would say 
that the collective judgment is 
negative. 


Argument: Buying an in- 


surance policy for a child starts 
him on a lifetime habit of thrift. 
Reply: Since the child doesn't 
pay for the policy himself, how 
does he get the habit? An ap- 
preciation of thrift comes from 
watching parents handle money 
carefully, saving as well as-spen- 
ding wisely. This is an argument 
for good money practices in the 
family, not for life insurance on 
children. 


Argument. Life insurance 


builds up cash values that can be 
used for college. Reply: If that's 
the goal, put money into the 
bank instead. 


A paid-up-at-65 policy for a 10- 


year-old boy costs about $115 a 
year from New England Mutual 
Life Insurance; by age 18, its 
cash value is around $629. If you 
had put that same amount into a 
bank at 5 percent compounded 
quarterly, you'd have $1,158 by 
age 18. What's more, you can't 
use your life insurance cash 
value unless you borrow them at 
5 or 6 percent interest, or cancel 
the policy.

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Staying Ahead 
Life Insurance On Child 
May Not Be Necessary 


By JANE BRYANT QUINN 


NEW YORK - Should y ou 
buy life insurance on y our 
rhildren’ Some p arents have 
done so, for reasons they con­ 
sider sound. But I have some 
doubts as to w hether i t ’s 
g enerally a g ood idea 
In my last column, I arg ued 
two p oints; (1) it is not cheap er 
to buy insurance when y oung 
(althoug h, from the insurance 
ratebook, it mig ht ap p ear so); 
and (2) althoug h a juvenile 
p olicy p reserves a child’s in­ 
surability in case he becomes too 
ill to buy his own insurance later 
on, this is a p retty small risk for 
most p eop le to sp end their hard- 
earned money on. Here are some 
more reasons life insurance 
ag ents g ive for insuring children, 
along with another view of the 


IS.SU6; 
Arg ument: The amount of in­ 
surance boug ht on children is in­ 
creasing ; therefore, the “collec­ 
tive judg ment’’ shows that it’s 
valuable. Rep ly : Just because 
something is g ood for y our 
neig hbor doesn’t mean it’s also 
g ood for y ou (and in fact y our 
neig hbor mig ht even have made 
a mistake). Furthermore, since 
most American p arents do not 


insure their children, I would say 
that the collective judg ment is 
neg ative. 
Arg ument: Buy ing an in­ 
surance p olicy for a child starts 
him on a lifetime habit of thrift. 
Rep ly : Since the child doesn’t 
p ay for the p olicy himself, how 
does he g et the habit? An ap ­ 
p reciation of thrift comes from 
watching p arents handle money 
carefully , saving as well as sp en­ 
ding wisely . This is an arg ument 
for g ood money p ractices in the 
family , not for life insurance on 
children. 
Arg ument: 
Life insurance 
builds up cash values that can be 
used for colleg e. Rep ly : If that’s 
the g oal, p ut money mto the 
bank instead. 
A p aid-up -at-65 p olicy for a 10- 
y ear-old boy costs about $115 a 
y ear from New Eng land Mutual 
Life Insurance; by ag e 18, its 
cash value is around $629. If y ou 
had p ut that same amount into a 
bank at 5 p erc« it comp ounded 
quarterly , y ou'd have $1,158 by 
ag e 18. What’s more, y ou can’t 
use y our life insurance cash 
value unless y ou borrow them at 
5 or 6 p ercent interest, or cancel 
the p olicy . 
Arg ument: If y ou g ive a g rown 


child a cash-value p olicy , he’ll 
likely continue it, thus building 
up saving s for himself. Rep ly : 
Okay , if that’s the only way y ou 
can g et him to save. But it’s no 
arg ument for starting the in­ 
surance when h e ’s sm all. 
Instead, start him on the p olicy 
when he clearly needs it, which 
is when he marries and has 
children.

Arg ument: If y our child 
becomes uninsurable, marries, 
has children, dies y oung and his 
sp ouse doesn’t earn much 
money , y ou’ll p robably have to 
help sup p ort the children. So an 
insurance p olicy on y our child’s 
life in the long run really 
p rotects y ou. 


Rep ly : You have to make an 
awful lot of assump tions to 
make this rationale work out. 
Ag ain, it’s a small risk on which 
to sp end y our hard-earned 
money . But it’s the kind of arg u­ 
ment that can p rovoke an 
emotional reaction in p eop le: 
They say , “Oh heavens, I don’t 
want to be stuck with sup p orting 
g randchildren,” and buy a 
p olicy , without really thinking 
how unlikely this eventuality is.

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Nation Placed Closer 
To Harnessing Fusion 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


The nation's energy research 
chief announced a scientific ad- 
vance that has placed the nation 
closer to tapping nuclear fusion, 
the same source of energy 
radiated by the stars. 


"Fusion provides a really in- 


finite source of energy," Dr. 
Robert C. Seamans Jr., ad- 
ministrator of the federal 
Energy Research and Develop- 
ment Administration (ERDA), 
said Wednesday. 


He told a news conference that 


scientists have succeeded in at- 
taining reactor-level 
fusion 


temperatures and a tenfold in- 
crease in containment time at 
Lawrence Laboratory in nearby 
Lavermore. Calif. 


The push toward fusion, which 


ERDA calls one of the most 
desirable potential new energy 
sources, is being made because 
the major fuel used in fusion, 
deuterium, can be extracted 
from ordinary water 


But Seamans said the big 


problem is to create and confine 
gas of fusion fuels at 100 million 
degrees centigrade long enough 
to generate useful energy. 


Seamans said experimenters 


succeeded in attaining 130 
million degrees centigrade and 
confining it for five one- 
thousandths of a second. 


"The important thing is that 


what we predicted would 
happen ... and it really did 
happen that way," he said. 


"We are building up a scien- 


tific understanding of fusion," 
he added. "I would expect that 
in the next four, five or six years 
we really will be able to 
demonstrate that fusion is scien- 
tifically feasible." 


Seamans said the federal 


government will spend $300 
million this year on research into 
ways of containing the fusion 
process. 


The former president of the 


National 
Academy of 


Engineering said that if all the 
research is successful, on fusion 
and other potential sources of 
energy, the United States will be 
assured of just about all the elec- 
tricity it will need by the year 
2000.

nounced Wednesday that not- 
trained federal marshals will 
join more than 2,000 state and 
local police officers on the 
streets when schools open in 
September. 


In addition, National Guard 


units will be mobilized and FBI 
agents will be stationed as 
observers in potential trouble 
areas

Occupation Goes Well

There may be a telephone out- 


let out of place here and there, 
bul the new Federal Building, 
15th and 0 Sts , is ready for oc- 
cupancy And Larry Maxfield is 
the man m charge of putting 
people ( a n d desks and 
wastebaskets and 
. ) in their 


places. 


The secret, he says, is plan- 


ning. 


Back when the Federal 


Building was just a concrete 
shell, the federal agencies m 
town, at the direction of 
Maxfield, a General Services Ad- 
ministration employe, were 
counting their tables, chairs, 
filing cabinets — anything that 
would be moved when the time 
came. 


"That was quite a job in 


itself," said Maxfield, holding up 
a booklet itemizing the agencies' 
possessions, everything from the 
Soil Conservation Service's 98 
wastebaskets to the U.S. 
Geological Survey's meat scale. 


Then there were the office 


layouts. Detailed floor plans 
were drawn, showing everything 
from the location of desks to the 
placement of shelves. 


And finally, Maxfield said, 


there were contracts, hiring 
specialists to tear down, 
reassemble and recalibrate 


specialized equipment — like the 
Soil Conservation Service's 
camera "so large it takes up two 
rooms." 


"All I know is I've got to move 


it," Maxfield said. "I've seen the 
equipment, but what it does I 
can't tell you." 


Now that the time has come to 


move the 30 or so agencies from 
their locations around town into 
the completed building, things 
are running smoothly, according 
to Maxfield 


"Usually you'd expect there to 


be some tie-ups at the loading 
docks cr something, but we 
haven't even bad that," he said. 


The Social Security Ad- 


ministration moved one day and 
was operating from the Federal 
Building the next. The National 
Park Service is in the process of 
moving in this week. Eight other 
agencies are already operating 
out of the building. 


The Veterans Administration, 


which started moving Tuesday, 
should be finished by Aug. 1, 
Maxfield said. And by sometime 
in October, Maxfield plans to 
have what he calls a "very com- 
plicated situation" 
simplified 


considerably 


To Maxfield, you see, moving 


people into buildings is "just as
